Holy Ghoſt a vizard alterable unto 
the diſguiſe of their 20 n piety 
and hypocritical practice) ſeeing, wil 
not ſee. Doubtleſs the Crown of 
England was held from the Lord pa. 
ramount of Dominion, God, by as free 
noble and regal a tenure, as any un- 
der Heaven :: And from him by a 
lineal and unqueſtionable right of 
ſucceſſion, h had King Charles the in- 
veſtiture thereof, and grant of all 
theſe royal acknowledged Preroga- 
tives until (without any divine or 
humane warrant) He was violently 
diſſeized of them, and taken in their 
pits: Theſe were his ſacred and 
regal Prerogatives. 

Let us now look into that ſpa 
cious field of His perſonal Virtues, 
a fragrant tract, — the ſweet 
ſmell of A field which the Lord hath 
bleſſed; and ſince time will not per- 
mit the peruſal of every pleaſant 
walk of grace and the delightful 
Ambits of his Vertues, let us as 
Moſes from Mount Nebo take a ge- 
neral and diſtant ſurvey of this 
bleſſed circuit flowing with milk and 
honey, King Charles his Celeſtial 
gifts and graces, } 
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His religious piety renders it ſelf 
glorious in his great love, fear and 
honour of God; His zeal and devout 
frequency in prayer, receiving the 
Sacraments, and reading the holy 
Scriptures, his reverence in God's 
Houſe, his attention unto God's word 
preached, the eſteem he had of God's 
Meſlengers, his hatred of Hereſie, 
and the zealous care he had (as it 
was conſiſtent with charity) to pro- 
pagate the true worſhip of God, 
the Proteſtant Religion ; this in the 
purity thereof he eſtabliſhed by his 
Laws, enlarged with his Regal Au- 
thority, cleanſed from that Ruſt it 
had contracted through the Atheiſm 
and ignorance of the Times, by the

contemptibleneſs of the outward 


worſhip, adorned with Decency and 


Order in the publick ſervice, and 


with coſt upon the places dedicate 


unto that ſervice 3 but chiefly he 


beautified it with the glorions ex- 
ample of his holy life, and encon- 
ragement of the Officers thereof, 


whom he rewarded with the re- 


wards of Honour and Maintenance : 
His Royal Palace (as Theodoſius Ju- 


nior's) was a conſtant receipt for 
learned 
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courſe to deſtroy Religion, to take 


learned and pious Prelates, whom 
he entertained and cheriſhed as the

Servants of the great God; and 
Diſpenſers of the Myſteries and means 


of Grace; which as it was an eſpe- 


cial and infallible mark of the ſiu- 
cerity of his humble piety, ſo thro 
the ſupercilious irreligion of the 
times did that (which ſhould have 
moſt endeared him unto Chriſtians) 
draw neglect and contempt upon 
him, from them (and thoſe Great 
ones too) wholove nothing of Chri- 
ſtianity but the naked name: he 
knew that Church-maintenance was 
the beſt Nurſe of Religion, and 
therefore, no weight of difficulties 
could ſo preſs upon him, to alien 
God's portion the Patrimony of the 
Church; to preſerve which from 
the ſacrilegious invaſion of the firſt 


movers of theſe. Troubles (who 


thought the beſt way to ſhake off 
Government was to deſtroy Religi- 
on, and the moſt effectual aud quick 


away Church-maintenance) He ten- 


dred the ſale of ſo much Crown- 
land as would amount to the value 
of the Church-land. That great 
and ſtrict care he took to keep the 
Throne and Kingdom of God in 
arne his

his Soul (His Conſcience) inviola- 
ble, ſhews that although he made 
his abode among Men, yet his Con- 
verſation was in Heaven: The con- 
tinval acknowledged remorſe he 
was ſeized with, for conſenting (a- 
gainſt the dictate of his Conſcience) 
unto the Earl of Strafford's death, 
ſpeaks him another David, and A 
Man after God's own heart, ſuch were 
the tender impreſſions that Act ever 
left in him, as David when he cut off : —_ 
the shirt of Sauls garment, bis heart 
e ſmote him, and indeed his Majeſty 
5 found that fate which the Rabbins 
d aſſign unto David's fact, that he

l wards : So His Majeſty found not 
that comforting warmth in the ad- 
vices of others, which he did in the 
ſolid Counſels of that ever to be 
honoured Earl.

fel but what he fetched from Hea- 
ven, all rational and unprejudiced 
men ſee, His ſober, wiſe ſatisfacto- 
ry and reſolute Anſwers, unto all 
their arrogant, dull, deſti uctive, 
diſſolute Propoſitions; ſo that it is 
a poſitive and meaſur'd judgment 
(made from the whole carriage of 


his tranſactions with this Parlia- 


ment) that he was incomparably the 


wiſeſt Prince in Chriſtendom, and 


better underſtood the Conſtitution
